A note of solemnity, forewarning of 
the sorrow which will be expressed to- 
day, was sounded yesterday morning 
when the American Boy Scouts held 
memorial services at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier. More than 6500 
youths, with the flags and standards of 
their troops, assembled at the tomb 
and placed thereon a wreath. 

Throughout the day there was an 
almost constant procession of men and 
women past the tomb, holding no spe- 
cial service, but simply expressing their 
tribute to the thousands of war dead 
symbolized by the lone figure under 
the marble slab. 

The main point of the Capital's ob- 
pervance of Armistice Day will come to- 
night. when President Coolidge, Gen. 
John J. Pershing and Commander Me- 
Nutt will speak at the Washington 
Auditorium. A Nation-wide radio hook- 
up will carry the Armistice Day mes- 
sages which they will deliver. 

The meeting will be called to order 
by Harlan Wood, commander of the Dis- 
trict department of the legion, and 
the Army Band will play. The Rev 
Herman Beck, national chaplain of the 
legion, will pronounce the invocation 
and Edward E Spafford, former na- 

ional commander of the legion, will 
preside. Commander McNutt will de- 
liver the first address. and will be fol- 
lowed by Gen. Pershing. The principal 
address wil) then be delivered by Presi- 
dent Coolidge.

London, Nov. 10 (A.P.).-—- David 
George Brownlow Cecil, better known 


in the United States as Lord Burgh- 
ley, the noted Olympic athlete, won 
the most important race of his ca- 
reer when he captured the heart and 


His rival was a prince, but he 
managed to win ahead of a son of 
the King of England. 

Lord Burghley, 23, and Lady Mary, 
24, are to be married soon in the fa- 
meus Guard's Chapel in Wellington 
Barracks, which is on Birdcage walk, 
almost in the shadow of Buckingham 
Paiace, where Lieut. Lord Burgh- 
ley is now on duty with his regiment 
of Grenadier Guards. 

King George and Queen Mary, whose 
'third son, the Duke of Gloucester, was 
Lord Burghley’s most dangerous rival 
matrimonial race, will attend 
‘the wedding. The Duke of Glou- 
cester, who is hunting big game in 
South Africa, on a trip with his 
brother, the Prince of Wales, will not 
be present, but it is Mkely that he will 
be represented. 

The King and Queen of England do 
not often uttend weddings Otucr than 
royal ones, but both the bridegroom 
and bride-elect are close friends of the 
royal family, and the limited seating 
capacity of the Guard's Chapel will 
necessarily mean a wery smaili atten- 
dance at the church. 

Lady Mary, who is the daughter of 
the Duke of Buccleuch, is a noted 
sportswoman: Last year she was 
thrown while fox hunting, injuring her 
chin severely.

President-Elect Anxious to 
Learn Latin-American 
Reaction to Plan. 


MAY SET OUT THIS WEEK 


Stanford University, 
(A.P.).—His period of 
at an end, Herbert Hoover, President- 
elect, today devoted his forenoon to 
preparations for his good will trip to 
South America and spent the afternoon 
watching the football team of Stan- 
ford University, his alma mater, strug- 
gle against the Santa Clara University 
Eleven, 

The President-elect was still await- 
ing word from Washington as to the 
progress of diplomatic exchanges with 
the Latin-American countries he is to 
Visit before formally announcing the 
date on which he and his party will 
leave Pacific Coast shores for the one 
continent he has yet to visit. 

hese negotiations probably will be 
concluded within the next few days 
and then it will be possible to an- 
nounce the complete intinerary, which 
is to include visits to Peru, Chile, the 
Argentine, Brazil and the other prin- 
cipal republics southward as well as 
to Havana, capital of Cuba. 


Interested in Continent, 


Whether Mrs. Hoover is to go to 
South America with the President-elect 
has not yet been indicated. She ac- 
companied Mr. Hoover on every one 
of his many campaign trips and on 
Only one or two occasions was she sep- 
arated from him even while he was in 
Washington directing his _ political 
forces between his speech-making ex- 
cursions. 

Mr. Hoover has evidenced a deep in- 
terest in the reaction in South America 
to the proposed tour and gave particu- 
lar attention to comments in the 
South American newspapers as con- 
veyed to him in Associated Press dis- 
patches from Rio De Janeiro, Buenos 
Aires, Lima, and other capitals of the 
Latin-American republics. 

The President-elect is hopeful that 
His visit will bring a colser under- 
standing of the points of view of the 
American nations which will work to 
the mutual advantage of all of the 
countries both in commercial and dip- 
lomatic relations. 

However, it again was emphasized 
that the mission would not be a dip-

Impatient fighters, anticipat- 
ing writers, pulsating wish that

When clattering key and throbbing 
press confirmed the heralds, a milling 
mass of cheering, singing people over- 
spread the National Capital's important 
streets. Fields of flag-waving arms 
grew instantly to meet cascades of 
colored strands pouring down build- 
ing fronts; confetti dust descending 
from the sky. 

A gray November day was turned to 
one of gold, green, pink, red, white and 
blue; and when night came, the purple 


.of the searchlights and vermillion bon- 


fire flames twined upward with air- 
plane beams above. Over the maze of 


starred, tricolored banners, there floated 


from the Capitol the same four flags 
that were unfurled there on the day 
the Nation entered war. 

Through the gay day and night, the 
célebration lasted. Citizens, soldiers, 
Sailors, nurses, laborers and _ clerks 
marched through the streets. Lorries 
and autos filled with shouting loads 
steered through the crowds. Tin pans, 
gongs, whistles, Klaxons, anvils, sirens 
and boiler pipes augmented bedlam’s 
medley. 


War Workers Parade. 


A great parade of war workers was 
held. Impromptu marching columns 
began and ended everywhere and any- 
where. Theater orchestras and bands 
led some; others had only drums; and 
some, but Hilt of well-known wartime 
songs. “The Long, Long Trail” led 
“Over There” and back. 

The President and Mrs. Wilson joined 
the merrymakers. Down Pennsylvania 
avenue they rode. So great was the 
confusion and the din, they were not 
r.-ognizea at first; but when they 
were, their presence caused a continu- 
ous Ovation along the route. 

Many and strange were the ways the 
populace expressed their gaiety that 
day. A poor, old woman brought a 
wreath of flowers to the White House 
as her thank offering. Some wag hung 
under Pershing’s portrait in the State, 
War, Navy Building, a placard printed 
with the words, “Der Tag,” ironic re- 
minder of the German war lords’ mess 
toast to “The Day” of their supremacy 
which never came. 

As part of the rearward-glancing 
throng saw Washington, so others re- 
view sights they saw that. day. Con- 
scious of a good job well done, those 
who stood ready to fill the fighting 
line, feel for a second time the yoke 
of military servitude drop from them; 
bringing relief that came with unslung 
packs. They see cantonment gates pre- 
pare to swing outward and rust in that 
position. Soles of their feet, itched, 
not from the woolen “welfare” socks, 
so much, as with the desire to run 
from their confinement, a life unnatu- 
ral, a stilted hospitality, to friends and 
home, 


Whistles Announce End of War. 


The hooting factory whistles. shrill- 
ing announcement of the end of the 
war, reminded them of homeward-puff- 
ing troop trains, the ushering in a 
new year free from misery, drill and 
“flu... The clanging bells intoned 
“Christmas at home;” the raucous bu- 
gles seemed strains of home-town band 
escorting them up Main street, to hear 
the mayor’s welcome, and far more im- 
portant, to the chicken dinner given 
by the Ladies’ Aid Society. 

The objects in the mists that hang 
about the Span End No. 1918 now take 
a definite shape for straining eyes of 
those who heard the tidings far from 
home, in battle lands. These watchers 
shudder at the sights they would not 
see again, and thrill at those they 
never again will See. 

There run the ways of sacrifice; lead- 
ing from camps, broken at dead of 
night; over the treacherous hunting 
grounds of submarines, up through the 
sad and shattered villages, th¢ spectral 
woods, into the charnel pits. 

Back come the torturing thought and 
hideous pictures. Vermin-infested bil- 
lets, dank caves, Shared with rats. Ma- 
nure and mud, expectant ravens, flop- 
ping out of fog. Nights and days of 
fear and hunger, waiting, watching, 
marching—hell. 

Stretches of leprous earth like a dead 
moon's surface and up above, a pallid, 
rain-soaked sky. A ground devoid of 
every living thing that loved, but teem- 
ing with a million beings who hated. 
Abomination of desolation, nauseous 
with stench of powder, sulphur, gas 
and rotting flesh. 


“Let’s Go,” Heard on Field. 


Eyes riveted with horror, this third 
group of the gazing host stands rooted 
as the gruesome panorama again un- 
rolls.

Hear War Had 


Then next they heard the war had 
stopped. They saw the lances of the 
occupation, the ruffle of the drums 
that said, “We're going back, back, 
back.” The sereen rolls out the glo- 


rious change of picture. Some beer 
and skittles had been left in war. The 
pageants and the tumult were un- 
folded. The pandemonium reigning in 
the cities, loosing of Hghts, iaughter, 
liquor and love. The candles burning 
in the village windows and poilus, 
duoghboys. peasants marching, arm in 
arm. “Grandes fetes” was dancing in 
the “mairies,”” and champagne guz- 
zled behind kitchen doors. 

Joy for the winners of the fight, rest 
for the losers, and for the poor, tired, 
victims of the diplomats out there 
among the ditches of the dead, relax- 
ing of the straining trigger fingers; the 
drooping of the burning eyelids—sleep. 

Having seen the faces of the host 
turn forward, ready to move across the 
future span. Their way to this day's 
point led through success and failure; 
hospital, alms house, prison, mansion, 
and tenement. They came past satis- 
faction and disillusionment; but all 
who have not dropped beside the road 
must move on up. 

The mists will soon obscure the 
backward span-end, falling about it in 
soft, colored drapes. The near ones, 
white and gold with peace and glory; 
and back of these war's red, the gray 
of suffering and the black of death.

SITUATION FAVORS MOVE

Withdrawal of some of the American 
armed forces who put down rebellion 
in Nicaragua and supervised last week's 
presidential election is. expected to be- 
gin soon, the United Press was authori- 
tatively informed yesterday. 

More than 5,000 soldiers, sailors and 
Marines have been sent to Nicaragua 
since the autumn of 1925, when revo- 
lutionary activities began under Gen 
Emfliano Chamorro. It is expected that 
this mumber gradually will be re- 
duced until there remains in 
ragua only a legation guard of approx- 
imately 200 men. 

Well-informed opinion indicates that 
the legation guard will be maintained 
in Nicaragua for’'an indefinite period

Demand Jury Act Against 
Kidnapings, Shootings 
and Bombings. 


STRIKE BRINGS OUTLAWRY 


Kenosha, Wis. Nov. 10 (A.P.). A 
grand jury investigation was demanded 
by the Chamber of Commerce toduy 
“to clear the good name of Kenoshs 
from the stigma that has come through 
growing disorders and increasing dis- 
respect for law.” 

Petitions circulated by the chamber 
among Kenosha's 56,000 population and 
addressed to Circuit Judge E. B. Bel- 
den called for a jury inquiry into kid- 
napings, shootings, bombings and other 


‘}Ooutrages which have occurred since 


labor trouble developed at the Allen A

Plan to Sue 


Epidemic of Paralyzed Tongues in Oradour, France, 
Traced to Arsenic—Silence Broken as Doctors 
Cure Irate Victims—Motive Unknown. 


Oradour-sur-Vi sres, France, Nov. 10 
(A.P.).—This little “City of Silence’) is 
finding its voice, and nearly every one 
of its 478 inhabitants is likely to ap- 
pear in court in a gigantic lawsuit. 

Palsied tongues are wagging again, 
voicing indignation at the strange 
poison epidemic that it once was feared 
would still many voices forever 

The epidemic first made its appear- 
ance in August, when a malady which 
could not be diagnosed affected tongues, 
first of a few, then of many, until a 
deathly hush settled on the town. Doc. 
tors from nearby Limoges had patients 
in nearly every house in some of the 
streets. 

Scientific investigators with test 
tubes and retorts solved part of the 
mystery when they made an analysis 


of the bread, water and wine. They 
found that the wine contained arsenic. 
It had been purchased from a mer- 
chant in the town, and the poison had 
paralyzed the tongues of the villagers 
and caused severe fevers, which the 
doctors had not been able to abate. 

How the drug got into the wine bar- 
rels is still unrevealed, although an ex- 
amining magistrate traced the supply 
to a Carcassone wholesaler and to four 
vineyards where the wine had been made 

The wine merchant in Oradour ap- 
pears to have been exonerated, but 
suite against the responsible person are 
being prepared on the assumption that 
sooner or later the authorities, who are 
starting the investigation all over 
again, will solve the mystery of how it 
happened,

Stoning and egging of employes and 
former employes have taken place dur- 
ing the months of the breach The 
Allen A continues operation, report- 
ing the employment of 1.300 men and 
women, working under the protection 
of watchmen employed by the city and 
county. 

The former employes have established 
headquarters which are under the di- 
rection of Louls F. Budenz, of New 
Jersey, representing the workers’ na- 
tional organization.

Coffeyville Police Identify 
Man as One Wanted by 
Oklahoma Bank. 


SEARCH IN TWO STATES 


Coffeyville, Kans., 
Identified the man who abducted 
Chief of Police Earl Hackney and W. 
H. McMurtry, detective, here yesterday, 
Dick Gregg, Oklahoma bank 
robber, sought in southern 
Kansas and northern Oklahoma today. 

The officers released unarmed 
by Gregg after they had been forced 
to accompany him on a ride into the 
hills west of here. Upon being freed, 
the police chief and McMurtry ob- 
tained a rifle at a farmhouse and fired 
upon Gregg, who drove up a blind 
road ending at another farmhouse. 
The abductor’s car swerved and 
crashed through a fence, causing the 
officers to believe had been 
wounded. 

Gregg Jumped from the wrecked ma- 
chine and disappeared into the brush, 
eluding capture. 

Hackney and McMurtry were forced 
into the outlaw’s car when Gregg drew 
a pistol as they responded to a call 
from a woman who reported seeing a 
man hiding sacks of chickens in the 
southern part of the city. 

The officers, who were unarmed, 
found Gregg selling the chickens in a 
produce house. When they attempted 
to place him under arrest he drew his 
weapon and compelled them to go 
outside to the car 

Chief Hackney was forced to drive 
the car, with the detective seated be- 
Side him. Gregg occupied the back 
seat and held his pistol on the offi- 
cers. 

Learning of the kidnaping, other po- 
licemen and citizens formed a guard 
around the two Coffeyville banks tn 
the fear that the abduction was a ruse 
to draw posses into the country in 
preparation for a raid on the banks. 
Chief Hackney expressed the _ belief 
that the kidnaping was merely a case 
of Gregg being forced to resort to ab- 
duction in order to escape and pre- 
vent. bloodshed when he was con- 
fronted by the officers 

Gregg, who has served three prison 
terms in Oklahoma and is now wanted 
for bank robbery in that State, was 
identified through a photograph on 
file at police headquarters.

Zoo Prepares for Winter; 
Arctic Bears Are Happy 


Cold Weather Welcomed by Not a Few of Animal Popu- 
lation of 2,300—Blue Bruin and “Marian,” 
Coast Guard Captive, Recent Arrivals. 


With winter days just around the 
corner, and chilling blasts already 
sweeping the autumn tinted hills sur- 
rounding the National Zoological Park, 
many of its denizens have already for- 
saken their spacious out-of-doors 
cages for the somewhat narrower con- 
fines of steam-heated buildings, there 
to fitfully stalk behind the gratings be- 


fore the daily throngs of visitors, or to 
sulk in the corners of their man-made 
homes, awaiting the return of spring. 

Among the 2,300 population of the 
animal kingdom at the local Zoo, how- 
ever, are many species to whom the ad- 
vent of winter brings memories of 
their early lives, spent in the icy wastes 
of the Arctic. Sleet, snow and ice have 
no terrors for the bears from the polar 
regions, of which there are a larger 
number at the local Zoo than in any 
other collection. 

The big creatures, awakened from 
the torpor induced by the warm sum- 
me- of the local climate, show by their 
antics that coming months hold much 
happiness*for them. Shaggy coats of 
fur, which all summer long appeared 
dull and lusterless, have taken on & 
sleek, shining appearance. Several of 
the bears have .lownish tricks with 
which they delight spectators. 

A recent acquisition to the bear 
colony is “Marian,” a young female bear 
captured by the United States Coast 
Guard and named for the vessel on 
which the bear was transported to this 
city. There is also a blue bear also 
known as the glacier bear, donated to 


the Zoo by Victor J. Evans, local patent 
attorney. 

W. H. Blackburne, superintendent of 
the animals, who nearly two score years 
ago established the first animal collec- 
tion at the Zoo, recalls the suffering 
among some of his charges caused by 
an unusually heavy sleet and hail storm 
several years ago. The ground was 
covered a sheet of ice for several days 
and animals in out of door cages, fear- 
ful lest they lose their footing, stood in 
corners of their cages until attendants 
covered the floors with sawdust and 
cinders. 

Others, in larger enclosures on hill- 
sides suffered broken legs in falling 
from pathways along the inclines. All 
available attendants worked for hours 
to cover the ground with materials 
which would yield a foothold,

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Capital Group in Moose 
Hunt Barely Averts Tragedy 


First Big Bull Encountered Causes Thrill to Party in Nova 
Scotia Who Return and Bag Limit Obtained in Rocky 
Barrens—Specimens Are Magnificent. 


A big moose hunt and narrow escape 
of.a Washingtonian from a wounded 
bull came to light with the return of 
& party of Washington hunters from 
Nova Scotia with the bag limit. 


Members of the party were Howard 
Johnson and Hi. J. Bowen, both of 2630 
Adams Mills road, and Edwin C. Hatch- 
er, 1769 Columbia road. They left here 
October 13, motoring to Boston, thence 
by boat to Aylesford, Nova Scotia. 

It is said that rarely have any hunt- 
ers of this section returned from the 
North woods with so many trophies of 
this kind. The credit is all given to 
Johnson, an old hand at this moose 
game. Johnson is a native of Nova 
Scotia. In the 20 years he has lived 
in Washington he has gone annually 
to the North to hunt, each time taking 
friends along to show them the great- 
est sport of that region. He is always 
his own gulde. 

Going into camp by Hardwood Lake 
just four days after leaving here, 
party settled down to the hunt on the 
rocky barrens. Two bulls the first day 
out is not every hunter’s luck, but this 
is what fell to the skill of this party. 
Hardly, according to Johnson, had they | 
settled down and called aloud with 
the birch bark device of every moose 
hunter when the first bull poked his 
nose out of the 
away. 

This was the animal that produced 
the great thrill and which, but for 
Guide Johnson's skill, might have put 
a tragic period to the trip on the first 
day. 

At the sight of the horned monarch 
sniffing the air, both Johnson and 
Bowen fired at him with 35-caliber au- 
tomatic rifles such as Theodore Roose- 
velt carried into South Africa on his 
noted hunting expedition. 

The wounded animal reared and 
plunged across the barrens instead of 
taking to the woods, with Johnson and 
Bowen in pursuit. Hatcher remained 
at the scene of the Soon 
Johnson perceived that the Dull was 
circling toward Hatcher, and the 
ter’s danger was apparent Hatcher's 
sentiments can easily be imagined.

The bull plunged into the woods 
and was found dead in a 10-foot pit in 
the rocks. Without room to either 
quarter or skin the trophy, the hunters 
went back the next day with help and 
a block and tackle to complete the job. 

A week passed before the third 
chance came: The three men were ca- 
noeing in Hardwood Lake, when the 
largest of the three specimens loomed 
on the shore eating the lily roots. All 
three got a shot at this fellow, and 
after he turned into the woods the 
hunters landed and pursued. Follow- 
ing a bloody trail, they soon found the 
quarry almost dead. 

This was a magnificent specimen 
with sixteen points measuring 44 inches 
between outside extremes. The next 
largest was a 12-pointer, and the smal- 
est only six points. The largest carcass 
weighed about 800 pounds, according to 
Johnson. 

In addition to bringing the three 
heads back to Washington for mount- 
ing, the party had many glass Jars 
filled with choice cuts of moose which 
had been cooked in the Jars three hours 
before leaving Aylesford. These jars 
furnish many tempting morsels 
during the winter to remind them of 
their successful hunt. 

Plenty of deer were reported to have 
been seen, but all were does, and these, 
like the cow moose, are enjoying pro- 
tection of a closed season. The Wash- 
inaton nimrods whiled away hours 
among the trout of the streams with 
success, Johnson stated.

The elevation of | 
the American Minister at Peking to. 
ambassadorial rank would be the third 
instance of its kind since the World 
War, following similar action with re- 
gard to Belgium and Peru. 

The request of the Nationalist gov- 
ernment has been conveyed to the) 
American Government through diplo- 
matic channels in Washington and it | 
ia understood that President Coolidge 
and Secretary Kellogg are favorably in- 
clined towards the Chinese demand. 
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Success Bucharest, Roumania, Nov. 10 (A.P.).

So far, it is understood that no defi- 


nite action has yet been taken by the 
American Government. If President

Peking, as America’s first ambassador 
and would send his nomination to the 
Senate at its next session. 
The question of raising 
ambassadorial status in her 
with this country is not 
but has been advanced on several 
casions in the past when it became ap- 
parent that other nations were con- 
templating similar action. Russia is 
the only country which ever actually 
appointed an ambassador to Peking, in 
the person of L. Karahan, who played 
an important role in the affairs of 
China at a time when communism 
threatened that country. Since the 
closing of the Russian Embassy in 
Peking by Chang Tso-lin, there has 
been no Russian envoy to China. 
Japan made appropriation in her 
budget in 1926 for appointment of an 
ambassador to China and that appro- 
priation has since been carried forward 
from year to year, although no am- 
bassador has yet been named. It would 
be impossible for Japan to appoint an 
ambassador at the present time with 
the strained relations existing between 
Tokyo and Nanking caused by the Na- 
tionalists’ denunciation of the Sino- 
Japanese commercial treaty in 1896.

Is the knee action the same for all 
shots? 


By LEO DIEGEL 
(Canadian Open champion, Shawnee 
Open champion, and Iilinois Open 
champion. San Diego Open, 
1928; Tied for Long 
Beach Open). 

The knee action is not the same on 
all shots. The longer the shot the more 
knee action. The longer shot requires 
more pivoting and the pivot is regu- 
lated by the knee action. Therefore 
more action of the knees is required on 
drives and brassie shots than on shorter 
shots. (See illustration). The left knee 
should bend in and point toward the 
ball on drives and all other long shots 
Ic bends about half as much: for mid- 
iron and mashie shots, and it barely 
moves On short approaches. 

Proper knee action is important and 
is absolutely essential to the correct ex- 
ecution of a shot of almost any sort 
Incorrect knee action van cause endless 
trouble in the execution of a stroke 
Correct balance, for one thing is largely 
dependent upon knee action and the 
hody must be properly balanced 
throughout the swing if the stroke is to 
be properly executed. °

Judging from the fact that there 
have been so few pitchers to make this 
jump, it would seem that the baseball 
magnates do not rate flingers highly 
except as flingers. However, there 
have been no good reasons advanced 
to indicate that the passing up of 
moundsmen for jobs as leaders has not 
been simply a “happen so.” 

Requirements of a capable manager 
are nothing more or less than an 
ability to handle men, a complete 
knowledge of the game, and a certain 
amount of what is termed “smart- 
ness.” 


This tatter too often, however, 
is more or less a matter of tuck, 
discovered by the fainous “second 
guess” system. The manager 
makes his decision on a play or a 
shift of players and, if his plan 
goes through, he is rated = as 
“smart.” On the other hand, if it 
fails, he is a dumb-bell. His 
reputation for being cagey, there- 
fore, generally depends upon 
whethér or not he is consistently 
lucky, 


In addition to Johnson, Griffith and 
Matthéwson, there have been three 
others who, during their diamond ca- 
reer, had been pitchers—Jimmy Calla- 
han, who succeeded Griffith with the 
Chicago White Sox in 1903; George 
Sisler, of the Brownies; and Tris 
Speaker, of the Indians. All of this 
trio, however, had failed as pitchers 
when named, Callahan and Speaker 
being outfielders and Sisler having 
been converted into a first-sacker. 

The latter had not exactly flivvered 
as @ moundsman but had been tried 
in the outfield and at first because of 
his powerful hitting which the Browns 
needed in every game and not oniy 
occasionally. 

Judging from the past history of the 
present leaders of big league teams. 
outfielders have been overlooked al- 
most as often as have moundsmen 
when managerial talent was beilg 
With Johnson being the only 
former pitcher heading a major league 
outfit, the fly-chasers are represented 
by but two, Bert Shotten, of the 
Phillies, and Jack Hendricks, of the 
Cincinnati Reds. Clyde Milan, present 
Washington coach, is another outfield 
graduate who has won his spurs He 
turned over the managerial reins of 
the Nationals to Donie Bush after the 
1222 season. ve 

Catchers rate little higher than out-

Red Sox “Outfield” Addicted to Sightseeing, 
With Craving to Circle the Globe; Taboos | 
Reading to Save Batting Eye. 


ATCHER, third sacker, shortstop, 
(: outfielder, lumberman, § steam- 

fitter, raiser of game chickens and 
English call ducks, and addicted ‘to 
Sightseeing with an ambition to make 
a trip around the world. That's Ira 
Flagstead, hardworking star outfielder 
of the Boston Red Sox. 

Rated as one of the greatest out- 
fielders in the game today, Flagstead 
works hard because he knows no other 
way. He always has worked hard, He 
always has tried to give his employer 
the bzst he had tn him and that’s why 
the Easton fans remembered him with 
a “Flagstead Day,” last summer. 

Flaggy is more than a mere center 
fielder. For several years, he has been 
flanked by rookie or crude gardeners 
at Fenway Field and it has been Ira’s 
voluntary task to try to instill in them 
some idea of how to play the outfield 
without wearing a mask and protector 
to avoid being hit by misjudged fly 
balls. In fact, Boston writers often 
have referred to him as the “Sox Out- 
fleld.” 


And yet, Flagstead was every- 
thing but an outfielder before he 
became one of the best fly catchers 
in the land. There was a _ bail- 
field across the street from his 
home in his native town ef Mon- 
tague. Mich., and he was the town 
team's catcher at the age of 16. 


Then, h? listened to Horace Gree- 
ley’s advice and went West. He put 
in two yeafs ih a lumber mill in Little 
Rock, Wash. moved to Olympia, Wash, 
first aS a mill worker then as a steam- 
fitter. Incidentally. he kept on catch- 
ing. Finally, at the age of 24, much 
later in life than the average player 
breaks int~ the pro game, he signed 


with the Tacoma Team of the North- 


western League and caught and played

Behind a pitcher 
who has control like Sam Jones, Uhle, 
Pennock, Braxton or Hoyt, an outfielder 
has some idea where the ball is to be 
pitched and to what field the better 
should hit it. But when you are be- 
hind a young pitcher who just hopes 
that his offerings will be strikes you 
just trust to luck you are playing the 
batter correctly.” 


Flagstead has a hobby, most 
unusual for a veteran big leaguer. 
He admits he still enjoys sight- 
seelug, confessing he often takes 
trips in rub or-neck buses, visits 
old cemeteries around Boston, the 
Aquarium and Bronx Zoo in New 
York and Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington. 


Oh, yes, he is one of the few ball 
players who doés not play cards. Does 
not even read during the baseball sea- 
son, aS he believes it might affect his 
batting eye. And‘he spends his winters 
fishing for salmon and trout and rais- 
ing game roosters and call ducks. Such 
a life, he opines, will keep him in the 
majors for a few more years.

DAY OF DAZZLING RITES 


Tokyo, Nov. 10 (N.Y W.N.S.).—His 
slender figure amply swathed in robes 
the color of the rising sun, Hirohito 
sat today under a phoenix-crested 
canopy and proclaimed himself Em- 
peror of Japan 

The highest dignitaries of his realm 
and representatives of 26 nations saw 
Hirohito ascend the throne of the un- 
broken line of heirs of the sun god- 
cdess who have reigned over Japan 
Since the dawn of history. He occupied 
the “high august seat” as the 124th 
@mperor of the land. 

The solemn ceremony was climaxed 
When Premier Baron Tanaka, standing 
at the foot of the stairs of the throne 
hall, led the royal assemblage with 
three cries of “banzai!” 

“Banzai!” “Ten thousand years!” 
“Reign forever!’ At the instant the 
baron uttered the cries the exultant 
shouts came from hundreds of gather- 
ings throughout the empire. 


Rainbow Is Good Omen. 


A long, wizened finger was uplifted. 
The tumult subsided. The emperor 
held a script before his eyes. 

“In the building of this empire,” he 
read, “our ancestors looked upon the 
state as their household and the peo- 
ple as their very children.

Prof. Graves was a son of William 
and Elizabeth «Dawson) Graves and wus 
iborn October 20, 1850, at Mechums 


River, this county. In 1857 the family 
removed to Bedford County, where the 
father was prominent in business until 
his death in 18865, 

During the session of 1865-66, when 
Gen. Robert E. Lee assumed the presi- 
dency. of Washington College (now 
Wasifington and Lee University), young 
Graves entered the institution. In 1868 
he received the Robinson medal for 
highest attainments in Latin, Greek 
and mathematics. In 1869, the year of 
his graduation, he received the cor- 
responding medal in history and Eng- 
lish literature, moral philosophy and 
modern ianguages. 

Mr. Graves was made assistant pro- 
fessor of English and modern languages. 
Soon afterward he took up the study 
of law under J. Randolph Tucker and 
the famous teacher of law, Judge John 
W. Brockenbrough. Having graduated 
in this department with high distinc- 
tion, he was, in 1873, made assistant 
professor of law and, in 1874, adjunct 
professor. 

Dr. Graves is survived by his wife and 
four children, William K. Graves, this 
city: John Kirkpatrick Graves, an at- 
torney in New York City; Mrs. W. L. 
Murfee, Marion, Ala., and Mrs. J. W.

Here by Airplane, 
Recalls Fights. 


“Deadwood Dick,’ Whose “six gun” 
has contributed heavily to the popula- 
tion of the Indian happy hunting 
ground, yesterday called at the home 
of the great paleface father of the 
redskins to invite the President to 
spend next summer as plain Mr. Cool- 
idge in the Black Hills of South Da- 
kota. ‘ai 

At 6:15 o'clock tonight the veteran 
Indian fighter is scheduled to talk 
over the radio at station WOL, “he 
new designation for station WRHF. 

“Deadwood,” a scout in the service 
of Custer on his ill-fated expedition 
against the redskins, witnessed the 
slaughter of the Custer troops and es- 
caped alive.. He is the sole survivor of 
the battle, two others who were with 
him at the time having since died. 

His real name, Richard W. Clark, is 
never used by acquaintances of the 
veteran Indian fighter. At the age of 
82 he: undertook his first airplane 
flight, alighting at Bolling Field yes- 
terday on the last leg of a trip from 
Rapid City, S. Dak. 

It was 52 years ago that Clark set 
out from what is now St. Paul, Minn., 
driving oxen in a wagon train of pio- 
neers. After nearly two months of 
traveling and fighting off attacking 
bands of Indians, the train arrived in 
the Black Hills, where Clark aided in 
establishing the township of Dead- 
wood, from which he earned his sobri- 
quet. There he made his home, 

Recently, when the Eastward flight 
was decided upon, the aged adventurer 
was whirled over the same trail in 4 
hours and 30 minutes in a Ryan mono- 
plane powered by a Whirlwind. motor. 
Dick expressed himself as much pleased 
with his latest exploit. 

Resting upon a bed at the Carlton 
Hotel, where the airplane party engaged 
a suite, Deadwood Dick yesterday dis- 
played his accouterments, including the 
weapon which has interfered with the 
ambitions of numerous stagecoach ban- 
dits and hostile Indians, 

A reporter noticed that the trigger 
finger of the Westerner’s right hand was 
missing and ventured a question. 

“Only a little rumpus,” he explained, 
“but the mail went through,” he added 
in the quaint Western drawl. Clark's 
arms are covered with the scars of gun- 
fights in his strenuous youth. He isin- 
terested in the sights of the effete East, 
hut would not care to live “away from 
those mountains,” as hé explains it,

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AFTER TEN YEARS. 

Ten years ago today the embattled 
world laid down its arms. The nations en- 
gaged in the war were so steeped in ha- 
tred that it seemed impossible for them 
to be friends again. As usual, the victors 
stripped the vanquished of their terri- 
tories and thus laid the foundations of 
future strife. In the very treaty that 
set up a grandiose scheme of domination 
by a league it was provided.that 
colonies and-other possessions of the de- 
feated nations should never be returned 
to them, and that Germany should be 
assessed indefinitely, apparently forever, 
for reparation payments whose limit was 
not fixed. 

The American authorities at the peace 
conference enlightened 
course by refusing to demand any terrt- 
tories or other indemnities from the 
vanquished, but they made a sorry mess 
of it when thev agreed that Great 
Britain, France, Italy and the other al- 
lies should strip the defeated powers of 
their territories and impose an eternal 
tax upon.them. American public senti- 
ment did not approve of that action by 
the American representatives, and in due 
time the Senate refused to approve the 
Treaty of Versailles. 

Ever since Armistice Day the powers 
of Europe have been trying to patch up 
a real peace, while continually intriguing 
for advantage, singly and in secret com- 
binations. They do not trust one an- 
other, and the United States does not 
trust them. This distrust is based upon 
solid grounds. The five leading naval 
powers agreed in 1922 to limit naval 
armaments, and in pursuance of the 
agreement the United States scrapped 
modern battleships and kept down 
cruiser construction. Great Britain and 
Japan began to build cruisers and are 
now stronger in that respect than the 
United States. President Coolidge asked 
them to extend the limitation agreement 
to cruisers, and Great Britain replied by 
insisting upon an increase of cruiser ton- 
nage. No agreement could be reached. 
Thereupon Great Britain and -. France 
agreed upon a plan that would permit 
Great Britain to build an unlimited ton- 
nage of cruisers in exchange for the 
withdrawal of Britain’s opposition to 
France’s plans for maintaining the 
largest army in Europe. The plan pro: 
vided that both Great Britain and France 
should oppose an increase of the kind of 
crujgers and submarines needed by the 
United States. Great Britain and France 
actually had the nerve to ask the United 
States to accept this plan. The United 
States refused. There the matter stands, 
so far as attempts to limit armaments 
are concerned. 

The only tangible steps toward dis- 
armament and peace have been proposed 
by the United States, first at the Wash- 
ington conference and next in the Kel- 
logg treaty renouncing war. Both ar- 
rangements depend upon the good faith 
of the nations. The spirit of the naval 
limitation treaty was violated... It. re- 
mains to be seen whether the spirit of 
_the Kellogg treaty will be violated. The 
nations are on trial in this respect, with 
a shabby record behind them. Americans 
can not be blamed if they should be 
skeptical’ as to the certainty of peace, 
even after all nations shall have signed 
and ratified the Kellogg treaty. But the 
treaty is pointed in the right direction, 
_ being based upon good faith. The world 
can not do anything else than try to 
_ make good faith universal. Whatever 
_ has been accomplished by humanity has

| been based upon good faith, and there is 


no substitute for it. . 

Prjme Minister. Baldwin, aman in 
whom Americans have confidence, made 
a notable speech Friday in London in 
which he said: 

Believe me, the alternative before 
us in Europe is very simple, and the 
choice ought to be easy. We must 
either keep faith with the spirit of 
the pact that we have signed, or in 
time we must go down the steep 
place all together like the Gadarene 
swine and perish eternally. * * * 
Let us remember what it is we have 
signed. It is so tremendous a thing 
that few of us realize it. 

More power to Stanley Baldwin! He 
speaks the universal language of honor 
and good faith. 

It is up to the nations to ratify the 
Kellogg treaty if they really desire peace 
and are willing to abandon war plans for 
the sake of gaining peace. The United 
States stands ready to cooperate in the 
reduction of naval strength whenever 
other naval powers demonstrate their 
good faith. But the United States will 
not reduce its own navy. while other 
navies are being strengthened. On the 
contrary, the United States Navy will be 
increased, and,-if necessary, it will be 
made strong enough to wipe other fleets 
from the rather than tolerate a 
condition in which lip service is paid to 
peace pacts while foreign navies are put 
in shape to destroy American commerce 
with impunity in the event of war. 

President Coolidge and President-elect 
Hoover voice the will of Americans when 
they that the United States, 
while always seeking will also 
keep itself strong enough to be respected.

Since the mighty. Mutsuhito turned his 
country into the modern path the world 
has had an opportunity to study the 
statecraft of Japan, and it has observed 
that the rulers of Japan have been singu- 
larly wise as well as progressive. The 
present emperor, although a young: man, 
is an experienced ruler, having served as 
regent for his father. He has seen the 
world, he speaks many languages, he 
has had the benefit of great examples in 
the reigns of his immediate ancestors, 
and he is imbued with the same loyalty 
to Japanese ideals as that which pervades 
the people. His modest deportment 
while awaiting supreme honors and his 
wisdom in counsel during the regency 
are assurances of a fortunate future.

JOIN THE RED CROSS. 
From Armistice Day until Thanksgiv- 
ing the American Red Cross will conduct 
its annual roll call. It behooves every 


Washingtonian to join the organization 


that has come to play an outstanding 
part whenever and wherever disaster 
strikes. 


During the present year the 3,527 


chapters of the organization combined to: 


render aid in 66 domestic emergencies, 
assisting -over 700,000 persons, and 
spending more than $18,000,000 in relief 
operations affecting 33 States. It ex- 
pended more than $3,000,000 to assist a 
monthly average of 56,558 service and 
former service men and their families. 
Its volunteer workers produced millions 
of bandages, surgical dressings and gar- 
ments. Under its auspices nearly 50,000 
nurses made more than a million home 
visits and inspected 875,000 children in 
schools, in addition to which the organi- 
zation gave instruction to thousands in 
health, hygiene, nutrition, first aid, and 
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life-saving. The District of Columbia 
Chapter, with its 822 volunteer workers 
who served 34,516 hours, functioned ef- 
ficiently in each of these activities. 

This year the Red Cross has set as its 
goal 5,000,000 members, about 500,000 
more than were obtained last year. The 
Washington quota is 40,000 members, 
12,000 more than were obtained last 
year. Fifty cents of each membership 
contribution, whether it be $1 or $100, 
goes to the American Red Cross, the bal- 
ance being retained by the local chapter. 
Instinctively the United States turns to 
the Red Cross, the “Greatest Mother in 
the World,” whenever an emergency 
arises in which there is need for material 
assistance. The twelfth annual roll call, 
now under way, should find the citizens 
of Washington ready and willing to re- 
spond to an organization that asks 
nothing for itself, and which always 
stands on guard for the rescue of all.

Those Amer- 
icans who may not already be cognizant 
of the fact will learn with interest that, 
during the Civil War, when the South 
was the popular cause in Britain, the 
sympathy of the Spectator was boldly 
given to the side of the North. 

John St. Loe Strachey succeeded to the 
editorship in 1897 and held it until 1925. 
Under his regime the Spectator realized 
to the full its ideal of a progressive, 
nonparty paper, leaning, as he himself 
phrased it, to the “left centre.” It was 
he, perhaps, who brought the great 
weekly to its highest point of influence 
and even of popularity. His strong ad- 
vocacies and his vigorous hostilities are 
still fresh in the public mind. Doubtless 
he was in error in defending the tradi- 
tional British policy of free trade against 
the movement for a tariff but,’at least, 
he brought to the fray the merits of a 
trained journalist, an acute reasoner, 
and a master of style.

GREAT FALLS PARK. 

During the campaign Thomas A. Edi- 
son, in reminding Gov. Smith that water 
power is not properly the subject of po- 
litical controversy, made the assertion 
that coal is cheaper, in many instances, 
than water power in developing elec- 
tricity. The statement is of interest to 
Washington in connection with the 
scheme to develop power at Great Falls, 
especially so since the parks committee 
of the National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission has advised against the 
development of power at Great Falls, 
urging that the area be purchased and 
developed by the Government as a great 
recreational park. The committee gives 
several reasons to explain its decision, 
chief among them being that power de- 
velopment would spoil the area for park 
purposes and “that the use of this area 
for power purposes is largely of local 
and regional interest and benefit, and 
that the power to be developed therefrom 
is neither urgently required nor the only 
power obtainable at reasonable cost to 
meet the demand.” 

The National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission is expected to make its 
formal decision tomorrow. In view of 
the fact that it, is already on record as 
opposing the development of hydroelec- 
tric power at Great Falls there is no 
reason to believe that it will reject the 
report. of the committee. | 
versy, therefore, is ended.

The Bethesda Woman’s Club and the 
Takoma Park Woman's Club are made 
up of women who have the privilege 
of voting and of those who live over 
. the line in the District who can not 
vote. The election day programs at 
these suburban progressive women cen- 
ters were very interesting. 

One thing this election has shown, 
@nd it was revealed in many of the 
speeches at the women’s organizations 
during the campaign and on election 
day, is that, no matter how much the 
parties may instruct them otherwise, 
‘ women think it is proper to split their 
Dallots and will vote for what they 
think is right, irrespective of parties. 

At a luncheon of the women’s clubs 
@ few days after the election it was 
revealed that of the 125 women present

IN HORSE BREEDING 


Another Successful Year Is 
Registered With 98 
Stallions. 


FOAL CROP 12,000 IN 1929 


Army horse breeding has had au- 
other successful year, a report made to 
Secretary of War Davis by Maj. Gen. B. 
F. Cheatham, the quartermaster general, 
indicates. 

The remount stud was replenished by 
98 stallions, and demand for their serv- 
ices continues to outrun the available 
supply of suitable sires. As an expertl- 
ment 4 stallions of East Prussian breed 
weie imported in the spring of 1925 
and distributed among the remount 
depots. 

These stallions, while not thorouch- 
bred, are pure bred, and constitute a 
s€parate and distinct bred that has 
been developed in that country during 
the last 200 years and registerable in 
the East Prussian stud book. 

They will be bred to both thorough- 
bred and grade mares, and the result 
Will be observed closely in comparison 
with foals sired by thoroughbreds out 
of approximately the same class of 
mares, to determine whether addition 
of the new blood line will be of value 
im producing riding horses for the 
Army. 

Mares Are Improving. 


Inspection of breeding centers by of- 
ficers of the remount service and by 
Civilian consulting specialists in horse 
breeding shows the class of mares 
being bred to Army stallions is con- 
stantly improving, which is the cage 
with the colts produced. Many of these 
mave been sold by their owners at fig- 

es greatly in excess of Army prices, 
and this is of great importance to the 
production of riding horses and en- 
couraging to breeders. 

As breeding work started in 1920, and 
he first foals were produced in 1921, 
he produce of remount stations are 
ust now reaching the ages when they 

ay be purchased by the Army, a num- 
ber of 3, 4 and 5 year olds sired by 
remount stallions having been bought 
im the West and Southwest. 

Approximately 40 per cent of the rid- 
mg horses bought in the fiscal year 
1928, were sired by remount stallions, 
And these are without doubt the best 
emounts both as to quality and type 
he Army has ever purchased. It is be- 
leved safe to predict that within five 
years practically all riding horses 
poOught for the Government will have 
peen sired by Government stallions.

DISABLED AMERICAN VETERANS. 

Reports from the annual Forget-Me- 
Not campaign which ends today, will 
be considered at a meeting this week 
in the department headquarters in the 
Earle Building of the executive com- 
mittee of the District of Columbia de- 
partment of the Disabled American 
Veterans.

Navy Contemplates Filling of 
Vacancies From Com- 
manders in Line. 


TO MEET IN FEBRUARY 


The Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, contemplates convening a 
board of selection the latter part of 
February for the purpose of selecting 
one or more commanders of the naval 
reserve to fill vacancies existing in 
the grade of captain as of January 1. 

Records of all commanders of the 
line in the naval reserve will be sub- 
mitted to the board for its considera- 
tion. 

It is expected there will be two va- 
cancies in the rank of captain and a 
possible third. One vacancy exists 
which was caused by the death of F. 
W. Hoffman and the additional va- 
cancies wilt depend on the number of 
men of class F-1 of the naval reserve 
who are regularly assigned to divi- 
sions of the fleet naval reserve. The 
commandants of naval districts have 
been requested to advise the bureau 
immediately after January 1 of the 
actual number of F-l men regularly 
assigned to divisions of the fleet naval 
reserve who were entitled to pay for 
drills or other equivalent instruction 
or duty as of January 1. 

There will be no selections for pro- 
motion to the rank of commander, 
since the number of commanders is 
already in excess of the number au- 
thorized by law 

The last selection board for officers 
of the naval reserve met in March, 
1928, and selected one commander for 
promotion to captain, Capt. H C7. 
Copeland, VU. S N. R., of Malden, 
Mass.

Horse Soldier Can Not Be Replaced by Machine Any 
More Than Infantry Can, General Says; Tanks 
and Planes Only Supplemental. 


The horse soldier, like the foot sol- 
dier, can not be replaced by any ma- 
chine as yet developed. Suck. is the 
beef of Maj. Gen. Jerbert B. Crosby, 
chief of cavalry, expressed in his an- 
nual report.

Militia Chief. 


Pending official indication of 
polic, to be followed regarding reap- 
pointment of Army chiefs of branches 
who have completed a four-year tour of 
duty in office, »-fficers of the National 


Guard are urging the reappointment 
of Maj. Gen, Creed C. Hammond as 
chief of the Militia Bureau. 

Maj. Gen. Hammond will have com- 
pleted his four-year period of appoint- 
ment on June 29, 1929. Some officers 
have personally expressed the view that 
relations between the Army and the 
National Guard are now on a sound 
basis of cooperation and believe that 
Maj. Gen. Hammond should be kept in 
office for another term. 

Friends of Maj. Gen. Hammond con- 
tend that the one-term policy for chiefs 
of branches, if promulgated, will not 
affect the Militia Bureau. They cite in 
this connec.ion section 81 of the na- 
tional defense act, which reads as fol- 
lows: “* * * The chief of the Militia 
Bureau shall hold office for four years 
unless sooner removed for cause, shall 
be eligible to succeed himself, and 
when he is 64 years of age he shall 
cease to hold such office. * * *’

Month to Draft Anti- 
war Pact.

Just one month from yesterday, rep- 
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resentatives of the United States and 
every Latin-American republic will 
meet in Washington to participate in 
what is expected to be the most im- 
| portant conference ever held in this

Settlement of Disputes. 


The proposed conference is the di- 
rect outcome of a resolution adopted 
at the Havana conference last Februe 
}ary after an animated discussion of an 
j om lal report on the pacific settlement 
of international disputes presented by 
Ricardo J. Alfaro, chief Panama dele- 
|gate. As the report was presented just 
six days before the conference was to 
close and immediate agreement on the 
project appeared impossible, the con- 
vention unanimously adopted a reso 
lution indorsing the principle of come 
pulsory arbitration of justifiable dis- 
putes and providing for the calling of 
a conference at Washington within 
one year to draft appropriate treaties. 

The resolution, after condemning 
war as “an instrument of national 
| policy in their relations,” provided: 
| “That the American republics adopt

Last month's 
total, $597,103,500 in amount was 3 
per cent ahead of the September, 1928, 
total and it was 6 per cent over the 
October, 1927, total. The above figure 
includes about 91 per cent of the coun- 
try’s total construction and ‘s segre- 
gated into eight districts which are 
reviewed below.

Such ordinances enacted by 
city or county, and such restrictions as 
are sometimes imposed by individual 
subdividers of the land provide that 
only specified types of property devoted 
to the same use and sometimes of the 
same cost level, can be constructed in 
certain areas. These laws and restric- 
tions, although sufficiently rigid to be 
effective, are most efficient in conserv- 
ing values when they are elastic enough 
to be amended should it be properly 
shown that the use of an area has 
changed. 

Zoning is an effort on the part of 
cities or counties to protect interests 
of the business man and the home 
owner so each may realize the highest 
possible value from his land. For al- 
though the tendencies described above 
toward grouping according to similar 
use are very definite tendencies, there 
are people who from motives of self- 
interest would oppose this natural 
tendency, if zoning laws and restric- 
tions did not operate to protect the 
general interest of the property owners 
of the area as a whole.

ARCHITECTURE IS ENGLISH 


“Wirestone” has been the name se- 
lected by Charles E. Wire & Sons for 
the super-model home, now in the last 
stage of completion and soon to be ex- 
hibited to the public, on Colorado ave- 
nue, in Blagden Park, it was announced 
yesterday. 

The architecture is a “bit of old 
England,” rusticated to the present 
mode, but typically American in all 
|modern conveniences and _ facilities 

The field stone, incorporated in the en- 
| tire front facade, prevails throughout 
the remainder of the building, and is 
relieved by the warmth of an especially 
| finished red brick, textured like the 
bark of an oak tree. The long, sloping 
| roofs, ending in gradual curves at the 
caves, are covered with heavy slate in 
variegated hues of black, blue, green 
and purple. 


Protections Against Weather. 


Copper gutters and spouts used 
throughout indicate quality and re- 
sistance against the onslaughts of wea- 
ther and decay, and it is the aim of the 
builder to make the home a homo- 
geneous architectural masterpiece, in- 
corporating durability, symmetry and 
distinctive beauty which lends itself 


| particularly to old English architecture. 


A double curved sidewalk bordered 
on either side by colonial and brick 
copings leads to a porch of concrete, in- 
| closed on all three sides by heavy stone 
arches, some of which are supported by 
spiral columns of limestone and field 
stone. Immediately to the left of the 
porch rises an elongated arch to the

We have seen holdings on which one 
team bid and the other passed the 
deal out, and others on which one 
bid a suit and the other No imp. 
Today we wlll consider a case in which 
one team pre-empted and the other 
team bid only one of the same suit. 
The hand in question was held by 
the Dealer and it contained the fol- 
lowing cards: 


With this holding the Detroit Dealer 
bid three Spades; the Cleveland Dealer 
bid one Spade. 

There is no doubt that the hand has 
the strength to justify an initial bid 
of at least three; if its holder started 
by bidding one and the adversaries 
bid, the Dealer, without assistance 
from his partner, would have the 
strength to rebid up to three, one at 
a time, and when preempting it is 
conceded that slight overbidding is 
fully justified. The only question in 
this hand is whether it contains too 
much strength to make preempting 
advisable. The theory which induces 
a player not to preempt when he 
considers himself too strong to do so 
is that if he bid up one at a time, ap- 
parently unwillingly, he may be dou- 
bled with a contract he can easily ful- 
fill, when that double would not be 
apt to be made if the full amount had 
been bid initially. Also, with strength, 
the adversaries in some hands may be 
lured into bidding higher than their 
holdings justify, and a profitable dou- 
ble of their declaration may be ob- 
tained. It is impossible to give any 
cut and dried rule as to'where to 
draw the line. It ts a question which 
a player must determine for himself 
after ny his thirteen cards; but 
with a hand in which a big reward is 
promised if a declaration succeefl 
(such as in the above case with its 80 
honors), there is a greater excuse for

Mr. Richard accomplished this _ re- 
sult by trumping the second Heart 
(East, after winnihg with the singleton 
Ace of Diamonds, led two Hearts-——first 
king and then small). and to trick 4 
leading the Jack of Clubs, putting 
Dummy in with the King. From Dum- 
my a Diamond was led, which was 
ruffed by East, To trick 6, East led 
another Heart, which South ruffed with 
an honor; and led a small Diamond, 
which Dummy ruffed with the Queen. 
The trumps were then extracted and 
South was left at the end with two 
winning suit cards—the Ace of Clubs 
and the King of Diamonds. South lost 
one Heart, the Ace of Diamonds and a 
Diamond trick which East ruffed. The 
clever play in the hand was that South 
put North in the lead with a Club to 
lead Diamonds, suspecting that East 
had no more. : 

At the table at which the opening 
bid was one Spade, the East player bid 
two Hearts, which South overcalled 
with two.Spades, and that bid be- 
came the contract. In this case a 
Heart was opened, and with that open- 
ing the Declarer was able to make only 
two-odd — the exact amount of his 
contract. He obtained a net score for 
the hand of 108 (18 plus 90), but lost 
by 143 points.

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THOSE CULTURAL ARTS AND 
FLATTERY AS A BLUDGEON 


By NELSON B. BELL 


LATTERY, I learn, can be made a considerable coercive power. 

This is borne in upon me by a brief questionnaire received from 

a source which, at the moment, it seems the part of wisdom not 
to reveal. The concise and curtailed catechism to which I refer was 
received just before election day and was about to be flung into the 
wastebasket when its first paragraph deterred so hasty a disposition 
of what turned out to be a communication of importance. 

That first paragraph seems to me to be an agile bit of composition. 
It. first batters and bruises and then soothes the anguish it has caused 
by a kindly application of the old oil! It runs something—#in fact, 
exactly—like this: 

“Critics are popularly supposed to be incisive and frequently sar- 
castic writers whose vocation it is to perform necessary but painful opera- 
tions on the brain children of others. We believe this conception too 
narrow to be accurate and that dramatic writers, as a rule, really feel 
deeply for the welfare of the cultural arts. In other that 
“beneath a rough exterior there beats a heart of gold.” 

The incisiveness of the craft to which this department belongs has 
never constituted one of our major worries and I do not much care for 
the line about the heart of gold. There seems to be nothing golden 
about the cardiac ailments with which we are mildly afflicted and the 
exterior has been simonized until the roughness, we hope, has largely 
disappeared. But that “feel deeply for the welfare of the cultural arts’’ 
strikes me as being a pretty swell indictment! 

Even so, the wastebasket impulse might not have been so easily 
suppressed had it not been for this further sop to the vanity of a much- 
abused profession. 

“In connection with a recently undertaken survey of theatrical con- 
ditions, generally, we are trying to sound critical opinion on the rela- 
tive merits of real and canned music to find if our position is sustained. 
We are applying to a selected few whose cultural background lends 
weight to their criticism, and we would esteem it a great favor if you 
could find time to send us brief answers to these questions.”’

N? 1—Can mechanized music, in your opinion, ever afford the esthetic 
pleasure that is produced by real music? 

To the best of my knowledge, it has never been demonstrated that 
mechanized music can not be real music—save, of course, in the sense 
that the auditor, in the case of the former, may not be permitted to 
view the physical activity entailed in its production. 

As to the esthetic aspect of the thing, it depends upon whether the 
person concerned is the one producing the music or the one listening 
to it. Personally, I have sat enraptured by mechanical reproductions 
of the great artists and great orchestral organizations of the world when 
I would have been irritated beyond measure to have had to listen to the 
amateur endeavors of less skilled performers in the flesh. 

On the other hand, I dare say that the consciousness of the individual 
creation of a ‘‘concord of sweet sound,” even though blemished by the 
shortcomings of inexpert musicianship, is a far greater personal satis- 
faction than lending ear to the more masterful accomplishments of 
others more generously endowed. 

So from the purely personal viewpoint of the auditor, seeking only 
the best effect and the greatest degree of artistry, to the first question 
I should answer yes, with the single qualification that the inverse of 
what I have said also is true—poor recording is infinitely worse than 
good performance by the artist, or group, in person.

2 a a 2—How does the average theater audience react to synchronized 
films when talking sequences are absent? Does the exploitation of 
“sound” pictures, when the sound consists entirely of music, cause disap- 
pointment ? 
here is a vast field for discussion here, 

To the first query embodied in question No. 2, it can only be said 
that the reaction depends wholly upon the audience and the type ot 
diversion to which it has previously been accustomed. To those who 
have been habituated to the majestic strains of a real symphony orches- 
tra, adept in synchronization and schooled in the niceties of ensemble 
playing, a mechanical reproduction of an 
necessarily sounds abominable. 

On the contrary, those who have become inured only to the raucous 
strains of a mediocre small ‘‘band’’ and then suddenly find themselves 
regaled by the full instrumentation and sweeping tone pictures of a 
mammoth symphony, recorded with consummate artistry and amplified 
to the point of convincing actuality, may in all likelihood be relied upon 
to be won quickly to the advantages of the new medium, So much de- 
pends upon the circumstances surrounding the individual case that a 
definite cut-and-dried answer to so comprehensive and so complex a 
question is out of all reason. 

These columns have on previous occasions dwelt at some length upon 
the danger of misapprehension that may spring from an indiscriminate 
use of the word *‘sound”’ to describe any type of picture relying upon 
mechanical devices for its audible qualities. This is a matter for the 
exhibitor to harmonize with the perceptive powers of his clientele. 
Confusion is being largely overcome by the employment of terminology 
in advertising and publicizing pictures that can be heard so that it will 
be clearly understood in advance whether they contain merely synchro- 
nized music, music and sound, music, dialogue and sound or any of 
these elements in any combination that may be desirable or scientifically 
possible. In the large view, I should say that as far as my observation 
has extended there has been no great surge of disappointment per- 


ceptible in any audience in which I have been present.

O. 3—Does not real music seem essential to balance any cinema 
program? 

To this a most enthusiastic affirmative may be accorded—-provided 
the music is kept in its proper place. In the making of sound-pictures 
there has been evident from the beginning an inclination—or perhaps 
determination is the better word—to put music where music serves no 
suitable purpose. 

It is my thought that the sound-film should employ sound only when, 
and to the extent, that sound is inherent in the scene pictured upon 
the screen. The theme song, sung “offstage’’ by an invisible vocalist 
whose identity, in so far as the action of the picture is concerned, never 
is established, is to my mind an impediment rather than an aid to 
whatever dramatic effect the story may be expected to achieve. 

So, too, is the musical accompaniment of dialogue. Dialogue, either 
on the stage of the traditional theater or caysed to emanate mechan- 
ically frém the motion picture screen, is sufficient unto itself. If it 
is not4werthy of being the only thing listened to, it might better be 
omitted entirely. It is characteristic neither of life nor authentic drama 
to have an invisible orchestra follow a pair of lovers—or a pair of crooks, 
for that matter—wherever they go in order that their conversations may 
be embellished by the tuneful measures of some composition that was 
standard long before the pictured scene was created—or possibly only 
written yesterday!

N°: 4—Do you believe it good business to deprive people, who spend as 
freely for theatrical entertatnment as do Americans, of any valued 


part of their entertainment? 
_ Emphatically not. 


And pursuing this suggestion a point further, I am happy to avail 
myself of this opportunity to go on record as being unequivocally in 
favor of the motion picture theater orchestra. It has done more than 
perhaps any other single factor to bring to a tremendous proportion of 
the amusement-lovers of America a more comprehensive knowledge and 
a@ deeper appreciation of the finer things in this priceless realm of the

TROBLEM A VAST ONE 


By AYER RYDER. 

Communities that want the world 
to know they are air-minded—and the 
most of them apparentiy have this de- 
sire—can make air-marking one of 
their first important objectives Label- 
ing the town, village, city, or hamlet 
with its name painted in large and 
legible letters on the roof of the 
tallest building may scem regher a 
humble start in the direction of avia- 
tion. Far from it. 

“It is the easiest way to get on the 
airman’s map,” says a pliot with hun- 
dreds of hours of cross-country fiying 
to his credit. He intended no play on 
words. 

The problem of getting towns air- 
marked is quite ponderous—and im- 
portant. It is one that the aeronautics 
branch of the Department of Com- 
merce has been wrestling with since 
t undertook the coordination of com- 
mercial aviation enterprise. The energ 
devoted to the solution has been far 
from wasted. It has resulted in the 
air-marking of. several hundred com- 
munities. 

Cross-country flying, however, 
attained such a volume that it becomes 
obvious that the problem will not be 
fully solved until every hamlet, village. 
vown and city points its name heaven- 
ward. Consequently, bulwarking and 
reinforcing the efforts of the Com- 
merce Department branch, other agen- 
cies have thrown their concerted ener- 
gies into the solution of the problem.

Landings Are Forced. 

“But lost, the filer does have to stop. 
No one ever has compiled statistics on 
the number of landings made for the 
purposes of finding one’s location. No 
one ever has coliected information on 
the number of forced landings made 
oecause the pilot ran out of fuel while 
trying to get some idea of his bearings 
I have had to come down as best I 
could a number of times. So have 
lots of others. 

“With flying growing amazingly, we 
do not want to multiply this hazard a 
hundredfold. Aviation can not afford 
to allow such a thing to happen. The 
only preventive is, the proper air-mark- 
ing of towns. It’s a big job. but it’s 
got to be done and in a big hurry.” 

Apparently those behind the air- 
marking movement want no bizarre 
notes in the community’s compliance 
with the identification appeal. Black 
and white is the tone combination, the 
former as the background. Fanciful, 
decorative lettering also is “out.” Plain, 
block letters sufficiently spaced are 
suggested as the type style. 

Anything individualistic would defeat 
the purpose of the air-marking, it ts 
pointed out. The purpose is one of 
utility and nothing else. 

The best background for the town’s 
aerial nameplate is the roof of the 
tallest building, provided, of course, the 
roof is not sharply gabled and offers 
sufficient area for broad, bold strokes 
of the painter’s brush. It is the place 
where the pilot looks first for terres- 
trial guidance. 

At present, pending the solution of 
the basic problem of getting the towns 
air-marked, little consideration has been 
given to the question of having the 
names lighted at night to provide that 
much more of a navigational ald to the 
airman. This question, however, is 
bound to come into the foreground at 
an early date and many are urging 
that the town go the whole way and 
identify itself both by day and by night. 

When the task is accomplished, one 
leader of aviation says, “the airman can 
look down upon an air-minded nation.”

Bryden Had Fought Through 
Advance After Advance and 
Had Miraculously Avoided the 
Old Man With the Scythe—Now, 
One Hour Before the Armistice, 


He Was Given the Toughest Job 


of All... What 


N the Argonne that dawn of November 

11 was a damp, gray wraith that twist- 

ed slowly down through the branches 

of the heavy stand of trees. The morn- 
ing mist was thick as the smoke from the 
bursting shell fire that had torn and smash- 
ed at the trees for days and weeks. Under it 
the dim, recumbent figures of the infantry- 
men were scarcely to be seen. 

That November dawn, momentous to all 
the world, was particularly eventful for John 
Bryden. But as he sat there he knew noth- 
ing of what the day would bring. For to 
him, as to the rest of the men in that ad- 
vanced front line, the morning of November 
11 was like any other since the long drive 
into the Argonne had begun. 

Bryden lifted his shoulders and leaned 
his head backward so as to feel the comfort- 
ing warmth of his wool shirt collar on his 
neck. He was on outpost and though he 
could see barely 6 feet in front of him he held 
himself doggedly alert to any noise or mov- 
ing form in the dimness of the forest beyend. 

Bryden had never been farther into the 
forest than the place where he was lean- 
ing his shoulder against the rough barked 
tree and staring with flat eyes into the mist. 
But his outfit had been the spur of the gen 
eral advance into the retreating German line 
and though there had been a halt the day be- 
fore he expected that before the morning had 
fully broken the sky would fill up with 
screaming, hurtling shells from his own 
corps’ batteries and that the woods behind 
him would grow loud with the quick shuffle 
of boots through the wet grass and the half 
constricted cries of noncoms and lieutenants 
calling, ‘‘Keep your interval; don’t bunch up 
there, you men!”’ 

He was thinking of the daily routine, won- 
dering what chance there was for coifee to 
be brought up from the field kitchen far in 
rear, whether there would be bread and mo- 
lasses with the coffee, when the attack was to 
be renewed. He sat there, quietly listening, 
his head nodding a little. 

There had been no chow the day before. 
He knew the reason, too. It was because 
the outfit had got too far ahead, had ad- 
vanced so quickly that the supply wagons 
had been let straggling far behind. But 
they had rested that day and he had thought 
that by nightfall some kind of communica- 
tion would be established. It hadn't been, 
however. Capt. Cole had sent runners back 
to Battalion P. C. They had not even found 
it. Nor regimental nor brigade headquar- 
ters. Two of the runners had got caught in 
a bombardment and had not come back at 
all. Hard bread and water again today, 
thought Bryden. 

With a gently swaying motion the vapor 
began to float upward, exposing tussocks of 
grass on the sparsely covered ground and 
pads of brown moss fast to the tree trunks. 
The forest became a ramification of dark, 
angular corridors. In the increasing light 
Bryden rose and. walked slowly back toward 
the pup tent that served as company head- 
quarters. For as daylight came his. watch 
was ended. 

Before the pup tent Capt. Cole and Seret. 
Ryan were facing each other, talking. Bry- 
den saw Ryan jerking nervously at his red, 
pointed. mustache and heard him muttering 
in a voice that sounded like water chuckling 
down a drain: ‘Damn it captain; if the 
pioneers don’t come up we can’t cross that 
river—not and have more than a few squads 
left by the time we get on the other side. 
And what’d be the use in that?”’ 

Capt. Cole stood holding his hands behind 
his back, bracing his shoulders under his 
many responsibilities. He was a nervous, 
conscientious, military minded man.

While traveling through the South he 
conducted a lively correspondence with many 
in the North. Among these was his niece, 
Miss Carrie Hall, of Boston, to whom he 
imparted his idea of a fraternal society of 
agriculturists. She expressed sympathy for 
the women of the South and approved the 
plans for an organization which he had out- 
| 1ed to her. 

In addition to the consiaerations which 
have been mentioned, Kelley, in planning for 
a secret organization, had in mind the fact 
that agricultural clubs were neither per- 
manent nor effective. State and county fairs, 
he reasoned, were not for farmers alone, but 
open to the competition of the whole world. 
What was needed, he thought, was an as- 
sociation that would be composed of the rural] 
people themselves, 

In this frame of mind, when Kelley 
reached Washington after his Southern trip, 
he was already groping about for the 
ritualistic framework upon which his or- 
ganization should be built. But he was com- 
pelled to admit that he could not find words 
with which to clothe his thoughts. The task 
was too great for him to undertake alone. 

Laboring under this difficulty, Kelley ap- 
proached two friends, J. R. Thompson, an 
officer of the Treasury Department, and Will- 
iam M. Ireland, then the chief of the finance 
division of the Postoffice Department. Like 
himself, they were both schooled in the

Feeling the need of practical agricultural 
euidance and advice, they prevailed upon 
William Saunders, superintendent of the 
propagating gardens of the Department of 
Agricuiture, to join them. Mr. Saunders, 
who was born and educated in Scotland, had 
come to America in 1848. Before entering 
the sérvice of the Government, in 1862, he 
was already nationally recognzed as an au- 
thority on landscape gardening and horti- 
culture. 

The group was further augmented by the 
inclusion of the Rev. John Trimble, ir., who 
held a position in the Treasury Department, 
and who performed the functions of a friendly 
critic as the work progressed. To these fiye 
was added the Rev. A. B. Grosh, a clerk in the 
Department of Agriculture and a@ prominent 
Odd Fellow. Through the influence of mr. 
Saunders, Francis Marion McDowell,'a yine- 
yardist, of Wayne, N, Y., was encouraged to 
take an interest in the budding organization. 
These men are today recognized as the seven 
founders of the Grange. Mis’ Carrie Hal}, 
Mr, Kelley’s niéce, during moré recent years. 
has also been accorded recognition equal to 
that of the founders because siie had the wis- 
dom to suggest that women bé made eligible 
to membership. , |

Not a little difficulty was encountered in 
selecting a suitable name for the 
vanization. So many titles were suesested 
that, as one writer remarks, the whole vocab- 
ularly of agricultural .terms was well-nigh 
exhausted. Mr. Kelley was at first inclived 
to adopt the title ‘‘League of Husbandry,’’ 
but finally chose ‘‘Patrons of Husbandry.” 
The name to be applied to the subordinate 
bodies also occasioned much discussion. The 
advertisement of a popular book of the day, 
in « which the rather unfamiliar word 
‘orange’? was used in the sense of a farm- 
house, caught Mr..Kelley’s attention. It ap 
pealed to his fancy and a study of the his- 
tory of the word showed it so fitting that it 
was immediately accepted. Webster detines 
the word grange as “A farmhouse, with barns 
and other buildings for farming “purposes.” 
Another definition by the same authority is: 
“A farm; generally, a farm with a house at 
some distance from neighbors.,’’ 

Being under the. necessity of earning a 
livelihood, Kelley and his associates, of 
course, could devote only their spare time 
‘to the work of perfecting the grange ritual 
and laying the framework of the organization,

lt was agreed that Kelley should receive 
a Salary of $2,000 per annum, together with 
traveling expenses, But it was prudently 
stipulated that he should pay himself from 
the funds he would receive in estabdlishing 
rranges! 

On the afternoon of the 5d of April, 18e8, 
Kelley bought a railroad ticket for 
burg, Pa., which was to be his first stop on 
his eventful tour. After the ticket was paid 
for, he had $2.50 in his pockets, but he 
started off with the determination that 
thencetorward the grange should pay its own 
way and expenses. He was buoyed on the 
eve of his departure with a fraternal, “Wed 
bless you, Kelley, and reward your etforis,”’ 
from a few of his associates. 

In his ‘“‘History of the Patrons of H 
bandry,’’ Kelley gives it as his opinion that 
one less fitted than he for the work he was 
about to undertake could scarcely have been 
found. He modestly says he had no eora- 
torical‘ abilities and only a slight knowlecce 
of how to manage.. But he had faith in lis 
enterprise and pushed resolutely ahead, 

At Harrisburg he favorably impressed a 
handful of men who gave him $15 in ex 
change for a dispensation to conduct «a 
grange, which was never completely organ- 
ized. His first success was achieved at rre- 
donia, N. Y., where on April 16, 1868, he 
established the first regularly constituted sub- 
ordinate grange, with the fees of all the 
charter members: paid in. 

Before leaving this locality, Francis Marion 
McDowell, one of the founders of the grange, 
presented Kelley with $50 to assist him in 
his work. Making several stops en route in 
the larger towns, Kelley finally arrived at 
Madison, Wisc., having organized only one 
live grange, that at Fredonia. His supply 
of funds was exhausted, .and he was e¢o.m- 
pelled to borrow $15 from the master of the 
local lodge of Masons to pay his way home 
to Itasca, Minn., reaching there on May 1. 
1868, 3 :

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Feeding of’ Winter Birds. 


I@ is time to open’ your winter caie~ 
terias for feathered folk. It is not that 


the birds need the food now. They do 
not. But this is the season when the 
winter residents are prospecting. For 
rome time the migratory birds have 
been moving south. ~ he last of them 
have not left yet, they wit,very shortly. 
Preceding this migratory movement 
they have gathered in flocks\and move 
back and forth over the chuntry in 
search of food.

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The Status of the Gray Squirrel, 


Since the settlement of the count 
squirrels, particularly the larger one 
such as the gray squirrel and the fox 
squirrel, have been considered as game. 
In this respect they are classed with 
rabbits, and in most States where they 
are found they are protected through 
the greater part of the year by law, an 
open season being provided for the 
hunters. Therefore, the status of these 
squirrels is legally established as game 
animals. 

But the gray squirrel has become es- 
tablished in most of our cities as an 
inhabitant of parks. . Even outside the 
cities this equirrel has shown a friend- 
liness for man which has led him to 
meke his home close to civilization 
None of our so-called wild animals ! 
quite so ready to meet advances half 

ray. So gradually there has been 
vrowing a change of attitude toward 
Uappy Jack. More and more protest 
reach me when the hunting season 
opens, because it seems too much like 
shooting pets. Instances are not in- 
frequent’ of squirrels being fed and 
made pets of all through the winter 
and summer, only to have them shot 
on the openin;; day of the hunting sea- 
son. It would seem that the gray 
squirrel has in very many sections be- 
come too domestic to be fairly con- 
sidered legitimate game, 


I am frequently asked to what ex-~- 
tent the gray squirrel is an enemy of 
our common birds.*I can not find that 
there are grounds for serious com- 
plaint against this little animal on this 
score. All rodents have a liking for 
tresh meat. Gray squirrels occasionally 
will kill young birds found in the nest. 
But so will the beloved little chipmunk. 
I am inclined ‘o think that the chip- 
munk is more of an offender in this 
respect than the gray squirrel. the reu 
squirrel is pernicious. If makes a sy»5- 
tematic business of searching for the 
nests of young. birds. Not only does it 
Kill the young birds in the nest buf 
it is a great’ egg eater.

examining every inch. For a few days 
we searched high and low for him 
without success. As time went on we 
forgot him. Then one day I heard 
something flying around, and there he 
Was. He had come out of his hiding 
Place for a little exercise. Then he hid 
again, this time in a knothole in a 
Stick of firewood. 

“To make a long story short, he 
stayed with us all winter, flying out of 
an open door in early spring. He was so 
elusive we didn’t see him more than 
three or four times,during his stay 
with ‘us, so what he lived on is a mys- 
ery.

There they are,

Maryland. Aside from these the Washington 
regional office takes care of many others— 
dependants of disabled men and men who are 
released from hospital, but who are really un 
able to take care of themselves; who remain 
at homo, under governmental supervision. 
‘There are, in this office, 3,532 compensation 
cases, with 258 dependents cared for by a 
generous Uncle Sam, a generous Uncle Sam 
who feels, of course, that no matter what he 
does for his sons who served him so well, he 
could not do enough. To see that these fel- 
lows and their dependents get what’s coming 
to them requires the united effort of some 
170 employes. 

The turnover in the hospitals, naturally, is 
great. Some of the men must, perforce, re- 
main in hospital for a long time; but the 
average number of days a man undergoes 
hospitalization here is not so long—abeut 21 
days. 

Men who receive compensation must £0 
back to the hospital every now and then so 
the Government may check up on their 
status. Sometimes this amounts merely to a 
general examination. At other times it means 
that a man must rest in hospital for a day or 
BO, Or even a week. Whenever a man stays 
over a month,he receives hospital pay, some- 
thing like $100 a month. 

While the general public does not know it, 
most of the war-time agencies that took care 
of the boys in the Army are’still functioning. 
The Red Cross maintains staffs at. the hos- 
pitals and the K. of C. still sends around men 
Who look after the boys, and the Salvation 
Army has not forgotten them, nor the Y. M. 

. A., nor the Jewish Welfare, and a host of 
other good folk who ‘“‘went to bat’’ for the 
hoys when they wore the uniform. Hardly a 
May goes by in the hospitals but the women 
of Washington make their visits to see what

hospitals, from the superintendents down, 
entered into the spirit of the occasion. Ice 
cream was served, and cakes, and candies, 
and the Marine Band played; so that the 
parties were somewhat reminiscent of similar 
occasions in the lives of little children, As 
a ulatter of fact, one of the inspiring things 
of the men who go through suffering is that 
they seldom, if ever, lose their sense: of 
boyhood, 

There are legless men, and armless men, 
and men who have lost their eye-sight, and 
men who have shrapnel lodged in their 
shoulder-blades, and their hips, and in 
various parts of their anatomy; 
how or other, there are smiles in their hearts 
‘and on their faces, and a cheerfulness about 
them that sometimes makes’ perfectly well 
folks. look sad. That old war spirit never 
dies, the devil-may-care touch that carried 
the boys into the face of death. Only fur 
that, of course, even with Uncle Sam playing 
the part of loving nurse, life would be un- 
bearable; for hospitals may be hospitals, with 
the last word in comfort; but there is nu 
place like numme. 

While the government hospitals are far 
removed from the hurly-burly of the down- 
town section and so, in a measure, out of 
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wind, are 
who never forget 
to wards in Mount Alto, 
Home, Walter Reed and St 
Wlizabeth’s, with the Naval Hospital also ecar- 
ing for a number. Wives of prominent 
Statesmen have carried on the work of caring 
for the soldiers. Society women have not 
been remiss in this duty. As a result, boys in 
hospitals here have many little reminders of 
civiljan life that are not given their brothers 
quartered In other hospitals throughout the 
land. 

Life in the government hospitals has be- 
come an interesting life in many ways: for 
the great hospitals under government super- 
vision have taken unto themselvés the ‘con- 
plexion of little cities, or towns. Many of 
the men, convalescent, are enabled to study 
and fit themselves for various occupations 
after they leave hospital. Occupational 
therapy has become one of the outstanding 
interests in the government scheme of things 
-—and many a Man, wounds and all, has left 
hospital better off than when he first entered 
the service; even though then he might have 
been the finest physical specimen extant. 

Hospitals of the government are under 
military discipline; but ‘‘not so you could 
notice it,”’ as the saying goes. There must, 
in the scheme of things, be discipline; but it 
is administered with a modicum of pressure 
and no one realizes its presence. In other 
words, all the dreaded formality of war days. 
for one thing, has gone by the boards—and 
while men must have passes to go out, when 
they are able, the passes are forthcoming 
Whenever they want or deserve them. The 
main idea is to take care of the boys who 
suffered as a result of their service. 

On the streets of Washington today will 
be seen the little ladies with their baskets of 
Forget-Me-Nots, gentle reminders of a world 
- torn by war ten years ago; and an Armistice 
Day that ended the conflict but did not end 
all the suffering—men who were ‘wounded 
and brought home, men who are not yet over 
the terrible effects of strife, the like of which

We noticed that she. entered 
boma. the thorns of which did 
seern to make much impression on 
leathern luide. at a hole she made 
alongside a great yellowwood tree: 
rhere we set up our wires and cameras 
and we had just gone to bed when 
ve heard the boom and ran out tak- 
ing our rifles with us. In the woods 
nearby we heard a terrific thrashing 
and found that the elephant had 
earted away about four square yaras 
of our boma, from which she was try- 
ing to free herself 

So thrilled were we at the prospect 

of another good elephant picture that 
we took our plates to the laboratory 
as we were, in our pajamas, and there 
developed them They came out won- 
derfully sharp and clear showing two 
elephants apparently; in reality only 
one, for we had caught om sweet po- 
tato thief going and coming. 
"This ate we thought, would not 
visit us again, but next night we heard 
the boom and found that this crazy 
elephant had rushed away with four 
more square yards oO} our fence. Again 
we developed the films in our pajamas, 
vetting a thrill out of it. I think, that 
no slaughtering hunter knows. 3 

We felt sure that we had seen the 
last of her. Still, elephants are of one 
track minds; they keep on coming In 
spite of all obstacles. And again, this 
third evening, we heard a breaking of 
branches on the edge of the forest, and 
a general thrashing around and found 
the same matriarch grazing contentedly, 
pulling down her branches and nipping 
off the shoots. No big booms of flash- 
lights were going to disturb her; and 
to show that she was not afraid, sae 
walked through the hole in the boma 
which she had just made and went 
along the row of houses, where the 
boys slept, Iike a runaway elephant 
going up a town street; and quietly 
proceeded to strip off one of the 
thatchings as a final gesture of inde- 
pendence.

Years of this sort of work have, of 
course, giveln me a pretty close insight 
into elephant character. My views have 
changed since as a boy I watched cir- 
cus elephants on parade. In fact, they 
are still changing as I live more and 
inore with the unspoiled animals, 

[ have come to look upon an elephant 
as the dignified old gentleman of the 
wilderness. Often he is of great age; 
and his size prevents his plunging 
about the way lighter animals do Yet 
he is not sluggish the way other eld- 
erly beasts come to be; it is only fair 
to cite the rhino as an example of an 
undignified creature despite his size. 

Certainly the elephant ts no fool. He 
attends to his own business and lets 
other creatures severely alone. He 
leads a quiet family life. And he does 
not prey on the land or lives of other 
species, 

hat the Indian elephant is eastly 
tamed is no reflection upon the ele-# 
phant’s character in general. He is not 
weak-willed. Rather does he possess ® 
kind of native philosophy deeply 
planted itn his heart Quicker than the 
‘ats and more thoroughly than the cate 
tle does he perceive the futility of ree 
Sisting captiviily imposed by man, So 
he goes about his tasks or his tricks 
calmly and efficiently, and probably en~ 
joys life little less than when he waae 
free. 

I do not take any too seriously stories 
about an elephant’s vindictiveness. I 
think most intelligent lower. animals 
remember a human being who has 
Wronged them. Dogs do. Also there 
are vicious members of the elephant 
family just as of most other kinds of 
animals. A vicious dog or horse ig 
equally on the lookout for trouble, 
though thelr smaller size makes less 
impression on their keepers when troue 
ble comes. 

I like elephants and I admire them. 
And I believe the normal pachyderm 
elephant is a kind, conservative animal 
that knows his place in life and ig 
wholly content to «eep it.

session of the National Grange on April 13, 
1869. He brought with him sufficient grange 
funds to settle the more pressing outstanding 
obligations against the organization and to 
pat the National Grange on a better financial 
tooting. << 

Organizers or deputies were now appointed 
and on the 12th day February, 18/71, the 
lowa State Grange came into existence. Its 
master, Dudley W. Adams, joined the seven 
founders at the annual session of the National 
Grange in Washington on January 3, 1872 

Prior to this time there had been organized 
in the several] States about 200 granges and 
their charter fees partially ,reimbursed the 
founders for the money they had advanced. 
But annual salaries had been promised the 
ath the secretary and the treasurer, not

As the order began to spread a demand for 
‘grange speakers arose and Mr. Kelley re- 
ceived an invitation from one of the or-

self possessed of any great amount of oratori- 


 galability, but he was urged by J. R. Thomp- 


son in a letter not to let the opportunity pre- 
sented to go unimproved. Kelley has left a

finest pieces of ritualistic work that has been 
produced by any fraternal organization. AS 
many as 10,000 members have been ee 
in this degree at a single session of the Na- 
tional Grange. 

During the year 1872 new life was infused 
into the order.and before the close of the 
year more than 1,000 granges were organized, 
seattered over more than half the States of 
the Union. Mr. Kelley and his family now 
came to Washington to live. It was in the 
parlor of their home in Georgetown on Janu- 
ary 8, 1873, that the National Grange first 
met as a representative body, with seventeen 
delegates present from eleven States. This 
marked the real beginning of the grange as 
a great national organization. The long- 
cherished hope of the founders were about 
to be fulfilled. 

From this time on the grange movement 
spread over the country like the proverbial 
prairie fire, and no one could doubt that the 
American farmers were at last aroused from 
their lethargy. During the month of De- 
cember, 18738, 1,235 granges were estab- 
lished. The high water mark was reached 
in February, 1874, when 2,239 subordinate 
organizations were formed. At the close of 
the following year the grange had 800,000 
dues paying members upon its rolls. 

At. the seventh annual meeting of the or- 
ganization held in St. Louis in 1874 the 
grange framed and proclaimed its ‘‘declara- 
tion of purposes.’’ Although written and an- 
nounced more than 50 years ago, this is still 
considered by many as the best single short 
statement of the value of collective action 
among farmers and 1 the legitimate aims of 


homes, and to strengthen our 
our pursuits. To foster mutual understand- 
ing and cooperation. To maintain invi@ate 
our laws, and to emulate each other in labor, 
to hasten the good time coming. ‘To buy less 
and produce more, in order to make our 
farms self-sustaining. To diversify our crops 
and crop no more than we can cultivate: 

We shall earnestly endeavor to suppress per. 
sonal, local, sectional and national prejudices, 
all unhealthy rivalry, all selfish ambition. 
Faithful adherence to these principles will 
insure our mental; moral, social and material 
prosperity.”’ 

In making its declaration of purpose, the 
Grange heartily endorsed this as its motto: 

‘In essential, unity; in non-essential, lib- 
erty; in all things, charity.’’ 

One of the chief aims of the founders of 
the organization was to educate the farmers 
of America. Scientific farming, as the term is 
understood today, may scarcely be said to 
have existed at that time. In a letter to one 
of his long*list of correspondents, Mr. Kelley 
wrote: 

“I long to see the great army of producers 
of this country turn their eyes up from their 
work; stir up those brains, now mere ma-. 
chines; get them in motion in the right di- 
rection; make them discard their old alma- 
nacs and signs of the moon, and just imagine 
what a volcanic eruption we can produce in 
this age!”’ 

This fundamental purpose of the founders 
has never been lost sight of. During all the 
years of its history, the grange has fostered 
education, both in its meetings and by en- 
couraging improvement in our public school 


cooperative arrangements on a large scale, 
which resulted in the saving of huge sums to 
the farmers in the purchase of their supplies. 
In some instances, local and State granges 
launched business ventures and to a lesser 
extent engaged in manufacturing enterprises, 
but on the whole these ventures were not 
successfully conducted. 

The fact that the grange is nonpartisan, 
however, does not hinder it from champion- 
ing the cause of agriculture and throwing 
the weight of its influence on the side of 
good government. 

To make a list of the measures which the 
grange has supported in the development oft 
its program to place agriculture on a basis of, 
economic equality with other callings would 
be to enumerate practically every forward 
step which has been taken in this connection 
during the past 60 years. 

In the early days of the organization it led 
the fight against the excesses of the railroads. 
This brought from the courts the decision 
that the creature is not greater than the cre- 
ator, establishing the right of the Govern- 
ment to control public utilities. This, in 
turn, resulted in the creation of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

The grange persistently advocated giving 
the Department of Agriculture cabinet rank. 
This object was.achieved in 1889, after an 
active campaign of about fifteen years. 

In his capacity as the lecturer of the Na- 
tional Grange, Mortimer Whitehead, who 
died a few years ago at Sawtelle, Calif., 
made the first argument before a committee 
of Congress in favor of rural free delivery of 
the mail. Perseverance and a just cause 


One of the first legislative undertakings of 
the grange was to secure the enactment of 
laws against the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine colored in imitation of butter. 
It has also backed the legislation against 
‘filled’ milk and other imitation dairy prod- 
ucts.

he establishment of the 
Loan System and other pro- 
gressive legislation passed during recent 
years for the benefit of agriculture had the 
hearty support of the grange. 

The export debenture plan of farm relief, 
sponsored by the grange, represents an effort 
to bring equalized tariff benefits to the farmer 
under our protective system. 

The grange stands for a fair distribution 
of the burdens of taxation, for. good roads, 
the intelligent conservation of our natural 
resources, and the upbuilding of an adequate 
American merchant marine on a sound and 
continuing basis. 

Thousands of grange halls dot the rural 
landscape, from Maine ..to California. In 
every instance where these granges are true 
to the purposes of the organization, the 
grange hall ‘is a community center, and the 
grange itself qa leader and builder in com- 
munity affairs. 

‘All the founders of the grange lived to a 
ripe old age, and today their names are held 
in loving remembrance in hundreds of thou- 
sands of farm homes throughout the land. 

The last of the group to pass away was 
Oliver Hudson Kelley, who died in 1913 at 
the age of 87. His remains rest beside those 
of his wife and two daughters in Rock Creek

HAMILTON GIBBS, distinguished 
A writer and veteran of the World 

® War, takes little pleasure in 
Armistice Day. 

“It means nothing more than its 
mame implies—the birthday of a truce,” 
he said when I saw him recently at his 
American home, an old-fashioned farm- 
house about 4 miles from Middleboro, 
Mass. “This year it is the tenth an- 
niversary of a date on which there was 
a temporary cessation of hostilities be- 
tween warring nations.

Marshal Yen, “Model Governor,” 
Drives Bandits Out of Peking 


By D.C. BESS. 


Peking, Nov. 4 (U.P.).—The “model 
governor of Shansi,” Marshal Yen Hsi- 
#han, has quietly and steadily been ex- 
tending the model rule in his own 
province to the vast territories north- 
west of Peking which have come under 
his domination as a result of the’ Na- 
.tlonalist victories over Chang Tso-lin. 


In spite of the handicap of illness. 
Marshal Yen has personally directed 
the work of bringing peace to districts 
which have been harried by bandits 
and thieving soldiers for years.’ Un- 
like many Officials, he has sought no 
eeeesty for this splendid work, ind 

is correspondent has learned some 
of the details only with some difficulty 
from Marshal Yen's seseeat cans in 
Peking. 

‘The northwest district of Chins Prov- 
ince has been a no-man’s land, for soldiers 
bave left it so much alone that roving 
®@andits became supreme. It was dan- 
gerous for travelers and the brisk trade 
with Mongolia has been almost ruined. 
But Shansi soldiers have now pene- 
trated this entire area, and foreigners 
and Chinese who have recently re- 
turned ieport a remarkable improve- 
ment. 

; Roy Chapman Andrews, the Mongo- 
_ Jian explorer, states that in all his 
+ years in China he has never seen the 
 morthwest of Chihli so well governed. 
_ Everywhere he went, he said, Shansi 


soldiers greeted him with smiles. and 
a cheery welcome. He had no trouble 
traveling here, although in previous 
years he has had to buy immunity 
from bandit leaders. 

One of Marshal Yen’s chief subordi- 
nates, who was given charge of one'of 
the northwest districts, told this cor- 
respondent, after repeated questioning, 
that he now believes the people of 
northwest Chihli can appreciate Shansi 
rule. Bandits have been gradually dis- 
armed, he said, and Shansi garrisons 
established in all the principal towns 
and villages. 

For the first time in years, he stated, 
and this assertion is supported by im- 
partial accounts, the people of the 
northwest are able to go about their 
business without fear. The same 
government which Marshal Yen has 
made famous in Shansi has been ex- 
tended beyond the Shanstf borders, un- 
til the entire northwest is pacified. 

Marshal Yen has worked under tre- 
mendous difficulties. All of the trans- 
port on the northwest railways was 
carried off by Chang Tso-lin when he 
retired to Mukden. It is not possible 
at this time to replace it, but camel 
caravans from Mongolia’are again mov- 
ing, and transport by coolies and carts 
is proceeding. Some of the civil offi- 
cials dismissed by the Nationalists in 
egg were taken over by Marshal

“It seemed to me suddenly to be all 
useless,” he said; “just a wanton waste 
of youth and manhood. What was it 
all about, anyway? What good would 
come out of al] the evil that was being 
done? What could this war give to the 
world that was half so precious as 
what it was taking out of it? Not 
only were our boys falling like ripe 
wheat in .a hailstorm, but those who 
escaped death were losing something 
they could never regain. 

“That was the beginning of my 
hatred of war. Then I saw some Ger- 
man prisoners. Before that time we 
had thought of the Germans only as 
the enemy,’ something that meant 
death to us and our pals, something 
that was trying to end . civilization, 
something to hate and kill at sight 
Then came those German prisoners. 
Then I saw that the men of the Ge1- 
man forces were the same dirvy, tired 
lousy chaps that we were, imprisoned 
for doing just what they’d been sent 
to do. They had their leaders who 
were telling them God was on their 
side, just as we had ours. They were 
giving their all. Just as we were, and 
for no more reason. 

“While 1 looked at these German 
prisoners the whole idea of war seemed 
to me to swell up like a great poisonea 
bubble. Since then I’ve had no use 
for war.”
